The Willite Company will do
their own work and no further
trouble with the street is looked
for. Officials of the company claim
the cracking in the present street
was due to insufficient rolling.
This has been verified from the
character of samples taken from
patches made in the street and it
is the firm conviction with those in
close touch with the character of
the pavement that the City of Tor-
rance soon will have one of the
finest streets in California when
the new job is complete.

Mr. Huntington of the Willite
Company addressed the council and
stated that every pledge made the
City of Torrance would be fulfilled
to the letter, He informed the
council that only this week they
had received contracts for paving
three streets in Hermosa Beach;
one million square feet in Riverside
county to be laild in Colton, Beau-
mont, and on Slauson avenue, Los
Angeles, He also stated that
ninety per cent of the material
used in vre-laying Arlington and
Carson would be purchased in Tor-
rance, the remaining ten per cent
going to the Standard Oil Company
for asphalt and fuel oil.
